Darkness settles over the woods 
and the children are frightened by imaginary forms and faces seen 
in every shadow. Finally the Sandman appears and puts the 
frightened children to sleep. Then fourteen angels appear to keep 
watch over them, fighting off the evil forces of darkness.

The sleeping children are awakened by the Dew Fairy and, 
to their wonder, Hansel and Gretel discover a magic “Gingerbread 
House”.
